Project and they agreed to do so.

The Annual Meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was held Friday, 
March 16, 1979 at the Sullivan County Home with chairman, George Wiggins 
presiding. Present were Sara Townsend, Sim Gray, Donald LeBrun, Mable 
Cutting, Roma Spaulding, John Tucker, Robert Brodeur, David Campbell, 
Sky Lucas, Harry Spanos, Frederick Domini, and Stanley Williamson, all 
members of the delegation.

Voting in the affirmative were Townsend, Spaulding, 
Tucker, Campbell, Spanos. Voting in the Negative were Gray, LeBrun, 
Cutting, Brodeur, Lucas, Domini, Wiggins, and Williamson.

On motion by Williamson, seconded by Spaulding, the following 
resolution was proposed. The Executive Committee draft a resolution and 
present it to the Rules Committee of the General Court proposing that any 
increases in salaries for Superior Court employees become effective only 
following action by the County Delegations on their respective county 
budgets.

Commissioner Nahil spoke in regard to the necessity of moving the 
Sheriffs Department and the Probate Court from their present location 
because of an eviction notice received from the Claremont Savings Bank, and 
the need to be out before April 1. He spoke of the possibility of purchasing 
property at 221 Broad but no action was taken. 


On motion by Campbell, seconded by Domin1 it was voted unanimously 
that the Claremont Savings Bank be requested that an extension of 60 days be 
given the County Delegation so that the Commissioners would have an 
opportunity to consider alternatives to the present situation.

20th in Room 100 at the State House in Concord, N.H. with chairman George 
Wiggins presiding. On motion by Stanley Williamson, seconded by Donald 
LeBrun, it was voted unanimously that aspace study committee be appointed 
to find facilities to house those agencies which are being evicted (the Probate 
Court and Sheriffs Department) and for all County Agencies; and also 
authorize the County Commissioners to find temporary quarters.

A meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was held following the close 
of the House Session on Tuesday, March 27 in Room 100, at the State House 
with Vice Chairman John Tucker presiding. Present were Stanley 
Williamson, David Campbell, Sky Lucas, Sim Gray, Robert Brodeur, Sara 
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Townsend, Harry Spanos, Edmund Belak, Donald LeBrun, Walter Palmer, 
Frederick Domini, Roma Spaulding and Mable Cutting. 


Mr. Williamson reported on the problem of finding suitable quarters for 
the Sheriffs Department and the Probate Court in Claremont. The Building 
Study Committee or Space Study Committee had the so-called Stone 
property on Broad Street in Claremont appraised by a private appraiser and 
believed that the appraised value of this house was not very much different 
from the asking price. The Building Study Committee recommended that the 
so-called Stone property not be purchased. 


Motion by Campbell, seconded by Townsend and unanimously voted 
that the Sullivan County Delegation accept the report of the Building Study 
Committee that the so-called Stone Property not be purchased. 


On motion by Spanos and seconded by Gray, it was unanimously voted 
to instruct the Commissioners to proceed to secure either temporary space 
elsewhere in the area or additional commitment within the so-called Farwell 
Building.

April 26, 1979 


The Sullivan County Delegation met in the House of Representatives at 
twelve noon on April 26th. Meeting was called to order by Chairman George 
Wiggins with Donald LeBrun, Frank Domini, Sara Townsend, Sim Gray, 
Walter Palmer, Robert Brodeur, Adolph Burrows, David Campbell, Roma 
Spaulding and Mable Cutting present. 


Donald LeBrun, chairman of the Finance Committee, reported that the 
finance committee had met and now recommend that the Study Committee 
for investigation of rumors at the County Jail be granted up to $1,000.00 for 
necessary expenses. 


Mr. LeBrun moved and Mr. Domini seconded that the report of the 
Finance Committee be accepted. Voted unanimously. 


Mr. Wiggins reported that County Commissioner Remington Woodhull 
has requested a meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation in regard to 
continued employment of the County Engineer, Leon Geil. Date and place 
will be announced by Mr. Wiggins.

A second meeting, called by Mr. Wiggins, on April 26th of the Sullivan 
County Delegation was held in the lobby of the House of Representatives at 
4:00 P.M. Present were Mr. Wiggins, Roma Spaulding, Stanley Williamson, 
Frederick Domini, Frank D’Amante, Donald LeBrun, Adolph Burrows, Sim 
Gray, Walter Palmer, Robert Brodeur and David Campbell, and Mable 
Cutting. 


Mr. Williamson explained the reason for the call of the special meeting in 
regard to the Regional Waste Disposal Plant. On motion by Mr. D’Amante 
and seconded by Mr. LeBrun, it was unanimously voted that since the 
availability of funds from EPA for continuing the feasibility study of a 
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regional waste disposal plant depends upon the continuation of Claremont as 
the signatory for said funds, the Delegation members authorize the Chairman 
and its two appointees as liason to the study committee to act in their behalf in 
making and signing the necessary arrangements. 


Mr. Williamson explained that the Sullivan County Engineer, Mr. Leon 
Geil, had received a letter from the Supervisors of Soil Conservation, dated 
last Friday, requesting him to submit his resignation. He also stated that tools 
and equipment purchased by Sullivan County for the use of the County 
engineer had been asked to be returned to the Supervisors of Soil 
Conservation. On motion by Mr. Palmer, seconded by Mr. Campbell, it was 
voted unanimously that since there appear to be major divergencies of 
opinion as to the duties, functions and supervision of the position of County 
Engineer (also known as District Engineer), and since these divergencies have 
brought a request for the termination of employment of the incumbent, 
therefore the County Delegation believes it to be in the best interest of the 
County to have a review of the need and management of this position, and 
during that review instruct the Commissioners to withhold payment of 
further funds to the Sullivan County Soil Conservation District, and further 
instruct the incumbent to retain possession of any equipment purchased by 
County funds, until said issues are resolved by delegation action. 


As there are many unanswered questions in regard to the County 
Engineer's employment, Mr. Wiggins stated he will call a meeting of the 
County Delegation and all other concerned in this matter. Tentative date is 
Monday, May 7th, time and place to be announced.

A meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation met Monday, May 7, 1979 
at 2:10 P.M. in the Newport Savings Bank Building, Newport, N.H. with 
Chairman George Wiggins presiding. Members of the delegation present 
were Harry Spanos, Stanley Williamson, Frederick Domini, Sim Gray, Sara 
Townsend, Adolph Burrows, Donald LeBrun and Mable Cutting. County 
Commissioners present were Remington Woodhull, Sam Nahill and Dana 
Olden. Also attending were Raymond Freeman, Stanley Rastallis, Leon Geil; 
Anna Marie Tucker of Claremont; Susan Lawrence of Unity; Alston Barrett 
of Acworth; Abraham Hunter of Lempster; as well as radio and newspaper 
representatives. 


Mr. Remington Woodhull reported on the need of County Office space in 
Claremont to house the sheriffs department, the probate court and the 
county commissioners. He reported that the County Commissioners had 
studied space and need for Welfare Office that is easily available; by law 
Probate Court must be held in Claremont a certain number of times each 
year; the Sheriffs Department does as much in Claremont as in Newport. A 
central location is needed and believes that the so-called Stone property is the 
best available. Located at the corner of Breck Avenue and Broad Street, the 
lot is 140’ by 180’ with asking price of $75,000.00 but will sell for $71,000. 
allowing $4,000 for any needed changes such as storm windows. House is 
completely insulated and heat cost last year was $2,058.00 and water was 
$137.00. Questioned as to case load of welfare, Mr. Woodhull checked and 
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reported they are handling 18 grocery bills and 10 rent bills per week and see 
at least ten people every day - length of each interview depends upon problem. 


Questioned about cost to install barrier free entrance and other 
requirements to meet handicapped law; also has the fire marshall checked as 
to requirements to meet safety codes. No information available. 


When asked, Mr. Woodhull said the sheriff needs 1'4 rooms, the county 
commissioners need one room and probate court needs one room. 


When asked about other possible properties, Mr. Nahil reported on 
others they had checked but none were satisfactory. 


Mrs. Cutting reported she had talked with Mr. Saucier in regard to any 
available property and he said there is a possibility of selling or renting the 
property at 45 Mulberry Street. Mr. Nahil was asked, if possible, to check 
further into this matter. 


On motion by LeBrun, who voted in the affirmative on March 27th, and 
seconded by Sim Gray, it was voted 8 - | to reconsider purchasing the so- 
called Stone property. Cutting voting in opposition. 


On motion by Townsend, seconded by Spanos, it was voted 8- 1 to holda 
properly warned public hearing for the purpose of considering appropriating 
revenue sharing funds to acquire property for county use. Cutting voted in 
opposition. 


On motion by Williamson, seconded by Spanos, it was voted that the 
Commissioners bring in to the hearing on acquiring of a building in 
Claremont, estimated costs needed to remodel said building for its proposed 
uses, including those necessary to meet state and federal regulations. 


Mr. Wiggins asked the commissioners to properly warn the public and 
newspapers and the delegation with letters the proper number of days 
required and would try to arrange the meeting on a Monday afternoon. 


On motion by Townsend, seconded by Gray, it was unanimously voted 
that the delegation go into executive session for discussion of personnel 
matters. 


Executive meeting was called to order and Mr. Ray Freeman was asked 
to explain the origin of the office of County Engineer. The delegation felt this 
was public information and reopened the meeting to the public. 


Mr. Freeman gave a resume of the origin of the County Engineer 
position. He explained the engineer was employed by the 5 District Soil 
Conservation Supervisors, and is supervised by them. 


Mr. Geil spoke of the character change in the job since the original 
planning. Position works with many things from road work to solid waste. 
There is confusion as to whether work is to be for individuals or for 
communities. He felt there is need for clarification of his position and he 
believes there has been a _ general misunderstanding and lack of 
communication at all levels within the county. 


Susan Lawrence of Unity, Alston Barrett of Acworth, members of the 
County Review Board, spoke in favor of the need of County Engineer Geil. 
Mr. Abraham Hunter representing the selectmen of Lempster spoke in favor 
of the need of County Engineer Geil. 
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Lawrence said the job has expanded and is different than originally set 
up; the delegation should take a stronger look at the position as well as the 
office space. 


On motion by Townsend, seconded by Domini, it was voted to go into 
executive session to discuss personnel. 


EXECUTIVE SESBLON WAS?HELD, 


The delegation reconvened with the public in attendance and on motion 
by Spanos, seconded by Townsend, it was unanimously voted that the 
chairman appoint a committee of three persons to bring in a plan at the 
proposed meeting outlining to whom the county engineer should be 
responsible and to propose suitable job qualifications for said position. 


On motion by Spanos, seconded by Townsend, it was unanimously voted 
that the supervisors be instructed to pay the County Engineer for services 
rendered since his last pay and to continue his services as County Engineer 
under the County Commissioners until further notice from the delegation. 


Appointed by Chairman Wiggins to serve on the committee to report on 
the County Engineer position were Stanley Williamson, Donald LeBrunand 
Frederick Domini. Domini declined and Sim Gray was appointed.

May 21, 1979 


Members of the Sullivan County Delegation met inthe Newport Savings 
Bank Building May 21st at 2:00 P.M. Due to lack of a quorum, the meeting 
could not be called until the late arrival of several members. 


Chairman George Wiggins called the meeting to order at 3:10 P.M. with 
delegation members Stanley Williamson, Harry Spanos, Frederick Domini, 
Donald LeBrun, Adolph Burrows, David Campbell, Frank D’Amante, and 
Mable Cutting present. Also present were County Commissioners 
Remington Woodhull, Dana Olden and Sam Nahil. Others attending were 
Raymond Freeman, Raymond Denault, Leon Geil, Alston W. Barrett and 
members of the press and radio. 


Mr. Woodhull presented the position of the county Commissioners in 
regard to purchasing the so-called Stone Property at the corner of Breck 
Avenue and Broad Street in Claremont. He stated that “this is the only place 
that will be acceptable at this time to the County Commissioners.” 


The property is 140’ by 180’ and there is room for the County 
Commissioners, the County Welfare Department, the Sheriffs Department 
and the Probate Court, and room for any additional services that the county 
would want to look into. The property was offered by Mr. Stone for $75,000 
but can be purchased for $71,000. It is insulated but needs combination 
windows. The Commissioners plan on using the $4,000.00 saved on purchase 
price to purchase thirty-one (31) storm windows for $1,000, chairs and 
furniture for $700.00 and a contingency fund of $1,000.00. The yearly 
expenses to operate will need a part time janitor for $3,000.00; electricity, 
$700.00; fuel $3,000.90 for a total of $6,700.00. For 1979 one half of the year is 
gone so the cost for operation will be $3,350.00 and there remains $2,800.00 
that is allocated in the budget so only $550.00 additional money for operation 
for the balance of the year is needed. This $550.00 plus $2,700.00 needed for 
furniture, windows, etc. totals $3,250.00 above the purchase price of $71,000 
which takes care of the difference of the asking price of $74,000 and the 
$71,000 which they will accent. 


When questioned, Woodhull stated that no other renovations are needed. 
The first floor will take care of the sheriff, the front room for the Probate 
Court, and one room for the County Commissioners and the Welfare 
department. There are three other apartments. Mr. Nahil reported the 
insurance is $157.00 on a valuation of $45,000. When questioned as to the 
reason for insurance for $45,000 and the purchase price is $71,000.00 he said 
the land alone is worth fifty thousand. 


Spanos questioned whether Federal Revenue Sharing Funds could be 
used for operational costs including janitor services, fuel, and electricity. 
Woodhull said they have been using it for paying for nurses. 


Williamson asked for expenses for making a public building available to 
the handicapped and was told it would only take a little ramp and would not 
be expensive. Williamson also asked what is needed to make second floor 
offices available to the handicapped and Mr. Woodhull did not know. 


Williamson further questioned as to figures from the fire marshall or the 
fire department. Woodhull said he had not seen the fire marshall or the fire 
department. Williamson spoke of concern of public building of not meeting 
fire safety codes. 


Campbell spoke of his concern of resale of this building as the market is 
limited and may have a problem selling in two or three years. 
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Cutting asked if apartments were rented, will the county have to pay 
taxes. Woodhull agreed that taxes will have to be paid on that part whichis 
rented but if income not enough to cover expenses, the apartments will not be 
rented. 


Nahil reported he had looked at property at 45 Mulberry Street but it was 
nothing that the county could use. It is an eight room house with four rooms 
on the first floor and four rooms on the second floor. It has oil heat, hot air, 
and it cost $1,100 to heat last year. It is assessed for $28,000 and will sell for 
$50,000. The owner, Mr. Saucier, will black top a parking area of 40’ x 30’ to 
be included in the purchase price. 


SPANOS MOVED, SECONDED BY WILLIAMSON THAT THE 
DELEGATION AUTHORIZE THE? SULLIVANSCGOUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS TO PURCHASE, RENOVATE, AND EQUIP THE 
STONE HOMESTEAD FOR COUNTY PURPOSES FOR AN AMOUNT 
NOT TO EXCEED $74,000.00. 


Williamson offered an amendment, seconded by Campbell, that the 
amount of $70,000.00 be substituted for $74,000.00. On roll call vote, motion 
was defeated, 6 - 3. Voting in affirmative Williamson, Campbell, Cutting. 


Campbell offered an amendment, seconded by Williamson, THAT THE 
PURCHASE PRICE NOT TO EXCEED $71,000. On roll call vote, motion 
was adopted, 5 - 4. Voting in the affirmatove were Williamson, LeBrun, 
Campbell, D’Amante and Cutting. 


MOTION AS AMENDED - THE DELEGATION AUTHORIZE THE 
SULLIVAN “COUNTY “COMMISSIONERS? TO PURCHASE 
RENOVATE, AND EQUIP THE STONE HOMESTEAD FOR COUNTY 
PURPOSES FOR AN AMOUNT NOT TO EXCEED $74,000.00 AND 
THE PRICE NOT TO EXCEED $71,000.00. Voted in the affirmative 8 - 1, 
with Cutting in the negative. 


Campbell stated this is a short range solution and did not want the 
delegation to forget long range plans. 


W oodhull spoke about future court house plans, Probate Court, Register 
of Deeds, Superior Court and County Commissioners bookkeeping system. 
Probate Judge says that his vault is not big enough for expansion; upstairs in 
the Register of Deeds, the vault is too small. The way the building is built 
there is no way for expansion. Through Judge Johnson, the Commissioners 
and some others, the Commissioners have asked Fleck and Lewis to draw up 
some plans for addition to the Court House. It would go north in back of the 
buildings on Main Street and would give plenty of office space for the 
Register of Deeds and the Probate needs. The Commissioners have 
preliminary plans and wanted to know if the delegation would like to have 
them go any further with these plans and if so, the delegation should move 
quickly because services of those two offices cannot be expanded. There is no 
room for a county bookkeeping machine which is needed. If Probate and 
Register of Deeds moved into a new building, the Commissioners office could 
move into that building. Mr. Woodhull stated, “I have always thought the 
County should havea single central place in some place between Newport and 
Claremont but I have changed my mind.” It has been too expensive in other 
places. 
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Wiggins asked what happened to Phase II. Woodhull said plans have 
been drawn which are much better. The Commissioners have an option onthe 
Sunapee Street building for either $43,000 or $45,000 and would have to have 
eminent domain proceedings to get a piece of property on Main Street. 


Domini asked Woodhull about his change in his decision to support a 
central location and Woodhull said he had changed his mind. 


Williamson spoke of past changes and proposed changes and suggested 
that before anything more is done the delegation should look at the long range 
picture, take a twenty year view instead of a piece meal thing and then do 
some voting. 


Cutting asked for motion for spending revenue sharing funds. 


Motion by SPANOS, SECONDED BY D’AMANTE AND ON ROLL 
CALL VOTE OF 8 - 1, IT WAS VOTED THAT THE DELEGATION 
APPROPRIATE SAID SUMS REQUIRED TO PURCHASE, 
RENOVATE AND EQUIP SAID STONE PROPERTY AND UTILIZE 
FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING FUNDS FOR SAID PURPOSE. 
Cutting votting in the negative. 


Chairman Wiggins called for areport of the committee appointed to,look 
into the County Engineer position. No written report presented. Committee 
chairman Williamson reported the committee has not changed their views in 
problems of communications. The simplest solution would be that there be 
one head instead of two. In 1973 at the annual meeting a motion was made 
that $17,990 be appropriated for the County Environmental Engineer and not 
for District Environmental Engineer. Reports of county meetings do not 
reflect the debate held, but from various reports and letters available from the 
Soil Conservation District it does show that an Environmental Engineer 
Review Council was set up with mutual agreement. In the chart adopted April 
6, 1973, it shows that the Engineer Review Council was over the Board of 
Supervisors. This lends credance to the fact that the County did not intend 
when they gave those sums that they bea gift to the Soil Conservation and the 
county would have no say. 


The County Review Council includes one member from each town 
and/or city, one member from the County Delegation (appointed by the 
chairman) and one District Supervisor (appointed by the chairman.) 


This shows there was a dual relationship set up initially and the county 
did intend to keep its fingers in this. Furthermore there is correspondence 
through the years and also motions and actions by the Review Council which 
show there was joint action by that group and the Soil Conservation in their 
recommendations on the budget. Existing Soil Conservation Supervisors 
who were not on the original Soil Conservation Supervisors are taking a 
different position than was originally intended by the county who set this up. 
Perhaps the county should eliminate this dual head situation and get back to 
one head controlling the body - namely the County Engineer. Action should 
be taken today to clarify that situation. Have had meeting with the Review 
Council and have approved the tentative situation but cannot go farther on 
suggestions made until we know whether this is going to be separated. If we 
(the committee) know the delegation is going to set up a County Engineer as 
opposed to a District Engineer, then a motion will be offered. 
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Motion made by Spanos and seconded by Burrows THAT THE 
DELEGATION RESCIND THE ACTION TAKEN AT THE ANNUAL 
MEETING OF MARCH 9, 1973 WHEREBY IT ESTABLISHED A 
COUNTY ENVIRONMENTAL ENGINEER WITH SUPERVISION 
AND FUNDING THROUGH MUTUAL ARRANGEMENT WITH THE 
SULLIVAN COUNTY CONSERVATION DISTRICT, AND IN LIEU 
THEREOF ESTABLISH THE POSITION OF COUNTY ENGINEER 
UNDER THE JURISDICTION OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, 
SAID ACTION TO BE CONSIDERED AN AMENDMENT OF THE 1979 
BUDGET AND TO TAKE EFFECT ON JUNE 1, 1979. 


Discussion on motion. 


Williamson said this motion would leave this as a straight county job. 
Started in a dual relationship as stated in the minutes of the Joint Meeting 
between the Sullivan County Conservation District Board of Supervisors and 
the Executive Committee of the Sullivan County Delegation, Friday, April 6, 
1973. 


Mr. Raymond Freeman stated that on behalf of the Board of Supervisors 
that they deeply regretted that what appears to be some confrontation is 
occurring. He is sure that the Board of Supervisors has always tried to serve 
the best interests.of all the people of the county and they are certain the 
delegation had the same thing in mind. When the position was provided by 
the delegation, the Soil Conservation District felt they had control of the 
position and thought so for some six years until Mr. Geil left a memo on the 
desk of the clerk which stated, “At a meeting with the County Commissioners 
Wednesday, April 18, 1979, it was decided that in order to properly fulfill my 
responsibilities to the communities within Sullivan County, it would be best 
for me to be working directly for the Commissioners. This is especially true 
now with the direct relationship between the County and others on the Solid 
Waste Study. Therefore, effective Friday April 20, 1979, I will be working out 
of the house and will no longer be working out of the District Office. It was 
also suggested that equipment purchased by Sullivan County for the 
Engineering position be kept with the position. Therefore, the equipment has 
been placed with the County Commissioners. Please have all calls, mail and 
requests forwarded to the above noted address and phone calls to 542-5851. 
Thank you for your cooperation in this regard.” 


There was no previous discussion. He removed certain items, equipment 
and records and transferred them to his home. The Soil Conservation District 
Supervisors called Mr. Geil’s attention to the fact that since he had 
abandoned his position they believed he should resign. He did not. The Soil 
Conservation District Supervisors had no alternative but to terminate his 
services, which they did and wanted him to return to the office various items 
that he had taken and to pick up his terminal check. A letter was sent to him to 
this effect. Mr. Geil has not done this at this time. That is where the matter 
Stands. 


Wiggins asked Woodhull if he had discussed this matter with Geil before 
these actions were taken. Woodhull said the Commissioners had talked with 
Geil at one of their weekly meetings and Geil told them he was under stress in 
the office. The County Commissioners realize they have nothing to do with 
this position and have no authority in his employment. 
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Freeman said he felt there was misunderstanding about the origin of the 
position, and how it was to be carried out. The Soil Conservation District 
understood that the Advisory Committee was an overview committee 
composed of representatives of all the towns, to meet quarterly, reveal 
progress, determine its time and effort to be fairly distributed over the entire 
county, and in general oversee it in that particular way. They had no 
responsibility beyond that. They confer with the Soil Conservation District 
telling the District what they (the Advisory Committee) feel is wrong and ask 
that it be corrected. 


Freeman Said that he did not think that they met regularly but there are 
minutes of many meetings which were called by the Advisory Committee. 


D’Amante moved, seconded by Campbell and on roll call, IT WAS 
VOTED UNANIMOUSLY TO GO INTO EXECUTIVE SESSION TO 
DISCUs> PERSONNEL, 

MEETING RECONVENED. 

A ROLL CALL VOTE WAS TAKEN ON THE PREVIOUS MOTION 
BY SPANOS, WHICH HAD BEEN SECONDED BY BURROWS AND 
IT WAS A UNANIMOUS VOTE. 


On motion by LeBrun, seconded by Spanos, and on roll call vote. IT 
Wes evict i AUN AN I te oey eer ASH Eee UN TY 
COMMISSIONERS BE AUTHORIZED TO HIRE A COUNTY 
ENGIN BERJ.EERECTIV Ew JUNE lo 1979. AND «APAY, FOR wWTHE

At this time, I would like to express my gratitude toward all Local, 
County, and State agencies with whom I have had the pleasure of working 
these past twelve years. This will be my final report, since I will be retiring this 
year. I would like to thank the people of Sullivan County for their faithinme 
while I’ve been Sheriff.

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COUNTY ATTORNEY’S REPORT 


December 31, 1979 


In accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated for the State of New 
Hampshire, I submit my report as County Attorney for the year, 1979. 


Again, this year, the number of criminal matters handled by my office 
increased over the previous year. 


The 1979 Fall Term of Superior Court was the longest I have experienced 
in nine years as County Attorney and was usually in session from 9 A.M. each 
day, five days a week, until 5 P.M. and occasionally to 6 P.M. In addition, a 
Special Session of the Grand Jury was held in June, plus the Superior Court 
met in Special Session for at least one, sometimes two, days each month from 
the time the Winter Term adjourned until the Fall Term convened. July was 
the only month in which there was not a Special Session. 


Nearly every person sentenced to State Prison, now, requests a sentence 
review and if they are unsuccessful with that ploy, they then petition for a 
sentence reduction. I must appear at each of those hearings. 


With the Supreme Court ruling as to “speedy trials” the Court must 
convene more often or the criminal defendant will move that the criminal 
complaint, or indictment, against him be dismissed for lack of “speedy trial”. 
All of these safeguards of the “criminals rights” are expensive to the law 
abiding taxpayer who not only must pay for the extra sessions of court but, in 
most cases, pay for the criminal’s attorney. 


In 1979, I devoted at least 1200 hours to County Attorney matters, either 
in my office or in the courtroom. In addition, the number of Reciprocal 
Support petitions increases each year which entails more paper work and 
time, but such procedure is necessary to recover, hopefully, some of the funds 
the welfare department pays out to women whose spouses have left without 
providing support for any dependent children. 


I have prosecuted several women in Superior Court who have received 
welfare benefits illegally and will continue to prosecute any such illegal 
acticity even to the point of having had one violator sentenced to jail for such 
an offense. 


Drug offenses in the county are on the increase and anyone who believes 
we do not have a drug problem is looking through rose colored glasses. 


I have enjoyed the complete cooperation from the law enforcement 
officers in this county and with the Attorney General’s office in Concord as I 
have since first assuming the office of County Attorney, January 1, 1971.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


As we approach the eighties it is appropriate to reflect on the major 
acievements of the seventies at the county institution. The nursing home has 
doubled in capacity and we have entered into an agreement with the federal 
agencies to provide long term care for the elderly. It has been a very trying 
experience in complying with all the rules and regulations of the medicare and 
medicaid programs. 


We have also seen changes in the field of corrections with a building 
program providing a modern and updated jail and house of correction witha 
capacity of fifty (SO) inmates. 


Farm programs have kept pace with the times. The dairy herd production 
is up and receipts are better than anticipated. A hundred acres of silage corn 
for feed has been raised which will help to cut down on the cost of grain over 
the coming months. 


The seventies have proven to be a period of increased service for the 
residents of Sullivan County by the county institution. 


This past year, as has been true in other years, the nursing home has been 
filled to capacity - our income has been good and our expenses are in keeping 
with our budget. Dr. MacDonald, our medical director, resigned on June 
30th and we were fortunate to obtain the services of the Associates in 
Medicine to provide medical coverage. Our Director of Nursing Services, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Mettler, resigned in October. Mrs. Jean Egbert has been 
appointed acting director and has been assisted by Mrs. Joan Spahr. We still 
have a long waiting list - many of the applicants have remained at the general 
hospitals and others have been placed outside the county. There is a real need 
for nursing home beds in Sullivan County. 


The House of Correction and Jail are meeting the needs of the county. 
Mr. Larry Wood has been appointed Correctional Supervisor. We have been 
employing female correctional officers which has been very helpful especially 
when female inmates are being held at the facility. 


Fitz, Vogt, & Associates, a food service company, was hired during this 
past year to provide complete food service to the institution and it is working 
out very well. A dietitian is available and is responsible for all the special diets, 
etc. 


Reverend Tom Colley has been named chaplain to replace Reverend 
George A. Barrus, who resigned. We want to express our thanks and 
appreciation to Rev. Barrus for his many years of dedicated and loyal service 
to the residents of the facility. He still visits his many friends and they look 
forward to seeing him. We want to thank our Catholic Chaplain for providing 
the residents with religious services and the other members of the Clergy for 
their visits. 


We want to take this opportunity to thank the County Commissioners for 
their understanding and continuous support and all the other county officials 
for their cooperation and assistance. It is through the efforts and dedication 
of all the county home employees that so much has been accomplished this 
year and we want to express our thanks and appreciation to them. 
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It would be impossible to list the many volunteers, clubs, organizations, 
etc. who were so generous in giving their time, gifts, etc. We want to thank 
them all for the many contributions they have made not only this past year but 
for all the years they have given their support. Their generosity is greatly 
appreciated.

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MEDICAL DIRECTORY REPORT 
December 31, 1979 


During 1979 there were several major personnel changes at the Sullivan 
County Nursing Home and Correctional Facility. Drs Miyara, Russo, & 
Hutchins became the Medical Directors in July 1979 following Dr. 
MacDonald’s resignation. During the past six months the health care 
program has been further improved and all medical records have been 
converted to the problem oriented system. The medical formulary has been 
reviewed and updated. All patients at the home are being seen and examined a 
minimum of every two months. 


During the last few months of the year there was a nursing shortage and 
the position of Director of Nursing was vacant. In spite of this handicap the 
present staff worked hard and well and there was no decrease in the quality of 
health care rendered to our patients. 


I am happy to report that Mr. George Call, RN has received his state 
license as a Geriatric Nurse Practicioner. At the present time he is working 
part time as a Geriatric Nurse Practitioner and part time as a Nursing 
Supervisor. 


Mr. Thomas Wansleben, our Physician Assistant has been performing 
employee physicals and at the present time almost all our employees have a 
current physical exam. 


Our goals for 1980 include: 
1. Introduction of problem oriented records at the correctional facility. 
2. Mr. Call to assume full time role as Geriatric Nurse Practitioner. 


3. Improve Occupational Therapy and acquire a part time Speech 
Therapist. 


4. Establish monthly Inservice Teaching Conference. 
5. Consider feasibility of unit dose pharmacy. 
Finally I would like to commend the rest of the members of the Health 


Care Team for a job well done.

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SULLIVAN COUNTY 
ANNUAL ENGINEERING REPORT 


As many may know, 1979 was a year of change. Not only did our County 
have many changes, but Sullivan County found itself with a new position on 
its roles. The Engineering position was transferred directly to the county in 
June, 1979. To say the least, the change did not adversely effect the number of 
requests received for assistance. Requests received were related to all but one 
community in the County, the Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission, the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council and the Goshen- 
Lempster, Unity and Claremont Schools. This year provided the greatest 
increase in services requested with over two hundred more requests than 1978, 
for a total in excess of nine hundred. 


A considerable amount of time was devoted to the continuation of the 
N.H./Vt. Solid Waste Project. Through the foresight of the Sullivan County 
Delegation, and County Commissioners, funds needed to match outside 
funding from the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (E.P.A.) were 
provided. It was gratifying to see a rural area be able to compete with major 
metropolitan areas of the country for funds provided by the President’s 
Urban Planning Program. Sullivan County and Southern Windsor County 
Vermont joined forces to apply for these funds and were one of sixty three 
successful applicants in the Nation. As a result of this application, the 
combined area of N.H./Vt. has approximately $250,000 available for 
completion of Phase II and Phase III of the Solid Waste Study of which 75% 
is provided by E.P.A. 


During 1979 there was continued involvement in the State 208, Non- | 
Point Source Pollution Program. This involvement led to Sullivan County 
having the only 208 technical committee members on a special committee to 
establish sediment and erosion criteria for construction projects throughout 
the State. Until 1979 it seemed that 1973 was the peak year in land 
subdivision. 1979 was a year for a tremendous amount of land being 
subdivided with the Town of Grantham having one project along, over seven 
hundred and fifty (750) acres. It should be noted that this may be one of the 
largest projects in the County but, it is also one of the best planned and 
developed projects in the County. Considerable time and effort has been 
spent over the year with numerous community problems. The remaining 
single time consuming area was being involved withthe Forum on the Valley’s 
Future. Althoug it is based out of the County, the Forum will have, in face, 
already has had an effect on Sullivan County with a program for community 
officials and the use of computers for community business. 


In summary, 1979 was definitely a year of change and for the most part, 
positive changes. It was a busy year and it appears as though 1980 will be even 
busier.

SOUTHWEST EMPLOYMENT TRAINING PROGRAM 
(Sullivan and Cheshire Counties) 


Southwest Employment Training Program is the agency set up by the 
County Commissioners of Sullivan and Cheshire Counties to operate the 
employment and training programs, which are federally funded, under the 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act (CETA) in the two county 
area. 


At no cost to the two counties, SWETP served a total of 1,048 clients in 
Fiscal Year 1979. Of the 1048 people, about 43% or 451 were from Sullivan 
County. 


The types of service performed included employment, classroom 
training, on-the-job training, and job search skill training. The service 
provided each individual varied depending on the needs.

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and 
account groups of Sullivan County for the year ended December 31, 1978 and 
have issued our report thereon, dated October 5, 1979. As part of our 
eXamination, we reviewed and tested the County’s system of internal 
accounting control to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the 
system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these 
standards, the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance 
thereon in determining the nature, timing and extent of other such auditing 
procedures that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial 
statements. Such study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that 
we believe to be material weaknesses. 


Enterprise Fund Accounting 


As noted in our report and in the notes to the financial statements, the 
methods by which the County accounts for its operations at the Sullivan 
County Home are not in conformance with generally accepted accounting 
principles. Due to the nature of the fee structure at the County Home, it is 
clearly the intent of the governing body to recover a majority of the costs of 
providing service at the Home. Governmental operations financed in this 
manner should be accounted for similar to private business enterprises. We 
believe that all costs should be recognized in the fund as well as the substantial 
governmental investment in fixed assets. This will allow for greater control by 
County Home management and provide the executive body more precise 
information for its decision making process. 


Capital Projects Fund Accounting 


We recommend that the Commissioners maintain a full accounting 
system for any future capital projects. Such asystem would record the County 
delegation budgetary authorization, recognize revenue from other than 
County sources at the time it became susceptible to accrual, and generally 
control the assets and resources available to the project. It will also aid the 
Commissioners in complying with the varying legal restrictions and 
regulations inherent in such projects. 


Treasurer 


We recommend that the Treasurer insure that all revenues are recorded 
on the County’s books when received. We also recommend that investments 
of temporarily idle cash be clearly recorded and substantiated in the County’s 
accounting records at all times.

Fixed Asset Records 


Sullivan County officials have not maintained accounting records on 
their general fixed assets, other than those at the County Home. In order to 
adequately control Sullivan County’s public investment, we recommend that 
the Commissioners immediately adopt a capitalization policy and take a 
physical inventory of all general fixed assets of substantial value acquired in 
prior years. For those assets for which it is not readily possible to document 
historical cost, estimated historical cost is an acceptable value. Once records 
are established they should be maintained ona current basis and reconciled to 
the ledger controls annually. The existance of fixed asset records will not only 
aid the Commissioners in their control of these assets, but should be an 
invaluable tool in long-range planning. 


Petty Cash Funds 


Our examination noted that the frequent turnover of petty cash funds in 
several County departments was indicative of a lack of clear guidelines for use 
of these funds. We recommended that the County officials review existing 
policies on the use of petty cash and encourage bulk purchasing wherever 
possible. 


Departmental Cash Receipt Journals 


We noted that inadequate cash receipt journals were being maintained by 
the Clerk of Superior Court and the County Sheriffs Department. We 
recommend that the Clerk of Court maintain a cash receipt journal as 
prescribed by the County Accounting Manual. The Sheriffs Department 
should obtain an adequate cash receipts journal and deposit cash receipts 
more frequently than is now the practice. 


Revenue Sharing 


During our examination of the Revenue Sharing Fund activities we 
noted several instances of non-compliance with federal revenue sharing 
regulations which should be rectified for future years. 


Our review disclosed that the County Commissioners did not hold a 
proposed-use hearing as required by Revenue Sharing regulations. Under 
Section 51.13, the executive authority (County Commissioners) must hold a 
‘“proposed-use hearing” at least seven calendar days before the proposed 
budget is presented to the legislative authority (County Delegation). A public 
notice must be published at least ten days prior to the scheduled hearing date 
giving the date, time and place of hearing, the amount of unappropriated 
General Revenue Sharing funds at the beginning of the year and the amount 
that the County expects to receive during the current year. In addition, the 
County should take positive steps to invite the participation of senior citizens 
in the public hearing process as required. 


The County did not publish a notice of the availability of the summary of 
enacted budget as required. 
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The 1977 Revenue Sharing regulations have placed a greater emphasis on 
public participation, especially senior citizens, in the spending of General 
Revenue Sharing Funds. In order to not jeopardize current or future revenue 
sharing funds, the County should take immediate steps to comply with all 
hearing and public notices for the 1980 budget year. 


We are most willing to assist you in complying with these regulations. 


During 1977 and 1978, the County delegation voted to appropriate 
General Revenue Sharing Funds for various purposes including the new 
correctional facility, county home equipment, intermediate nursing care and 
nursing salaries. The County transferred revenue sharing funds from the 
revenue sharing bank account to the General Fund for these purposes. The 
County did not maintain a memorandum entry of voucher numbers and 
amounts for revenue sharing expenditures paid through the General Fund as 
required by applicable regulations. The County should take immediate action 
to maintain a memorandum listing of expenditures paid with revenue sharing 
funds for 1979 and later as required. 


The U.S. Bureau of the Census obtains the finanacial information for 
New Hampshire counties from financial reports which the counties file with 
our office. The information for Form RS-8 “1978 General Revenue Sharing 
Survey”, was obtained from 1977 reports. However, when the County 
received its RS-8 for verification, County officials amended its form by 
inserting 1978 information in error, resulting in an overreporting of revenues 
of $237,182 to the Bureau. County officials should contact our office shoulda 
material discrepancy occur in the future, so we may assist you in the 
verification of this date. 


Since the enactment of General Revenue Sharing, entitlements received 
have had a major impact of County operations, therefore it is extremely 
important that the County take positive steps to bring itself in compliance 
with current regulations. 


Other 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but 
not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and the reliability of financial records for 
preparing financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The 
concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of 
internal accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and also 
recognizes that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates 
and judgement by management. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering 
the potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. Inthe 
performance of most control procedures, errors can result from 
misunderstandings of instructions, mistakes of judgement, carelessness or 
other personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon 
segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control 
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procedures can be circumvented intentionally by management with respect 
either to the execution and recording of transactions or with respect to the 
estimates and judgements required in the preparation of financial statements. 
Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting control to future 
periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may become inadequate 
because of changes in conditions and that the degree of compliance with the 
procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation of the County’s system of internal acccunting 
control for the year ended December 31, 1978, which was set forth in the first 
paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 


It should be noted that a letter of this type is critical in nature and that we 
do not intend to imply that our review failed to disclose commendable 
features in the present accounting and operating procedures of Sullivan 
County. 


Conclusion 


The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, require that the auditor’s 
summary of findings and recommendations (Transmittal and Commentary 
Letter) shall be published in the next annual report of the County. 
Publication of the Exhibits contained in this audit report is optional at the 
discretion of the Board of Commissioners. This letter, however, must be 
published in its entirety. 


We would like to acknowledge all of the assistance and many courtesies 
extended to us by the personnel of the County during our examination.
